Keeping Them on the Farm 

At a convention held recently in 
the province of Quebec and attended 
by a large number of the clergy, 
farmers and officials of agricultural 
societies it was decided Start a 
general campaign to promote the love 
of agriculture in rural districts and 
discourage the exodus of the farming 


to 


classes to the cities. 


The last annual report of the On- 
tario Department of Municipal Aff- 
airs tells the same story that -has 
been recorded in that volume for 
some years past of a decline in rural 


population and an extraordinary in- 
crease in the populatidbn of cities, 
towns and villages, 

Crop statistics for the three West- 
erm provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta for this year show 
a marked decline in the number of 
acres seeded as compared with last 
year, while in one of these essentially 
agricultural provinces, Manitoba, ap- 
proximately one-third of the total 
population is to be found in the city 
of Winnipeg. 

The condition of things thus dis- 
closed is a. terribly serious one for 
Canada. For some years now it has 
engaged the thought of public men 
and students of economics, and those 
interested. in social problems; but, as 
yet, no one appears to have discover- 
ed a solution of the problem which, 
however, must be solved in the in- 
terests of all. It is a problem, the 
solution of which must not be Jett to 
governmental bodies alone, but one 
in which every individual citizen 
must, in their own interests, take a 
hand. R 


Many causes are alleged as being 
responsible for this: exodus from the 
country to city. Some say it is the 
loneliness, the isolation of country 
life, the laék of those conveniences 
and comforts to be found in the cit- 
ies, the distance from doctor, drug- 
gist, dentist and nurse in times of 
sickness and accident. Others allege 
it is the increasing difficulty in secur- 
ing competent farm help both for the 
field and the home, and the conse- 
quent drudgery and hard work impos- 
ed on the farmer, his wife and child- 
ren, and which, in the case of the 
latter especially, induces them to 
leave the farm. Still others say that 
the real cause, which is in a large 
part responsible for these other con- 
ditions, is the fiscal and economic pol- 
icies of Canada which are desi to 
encourage and develop manufa ng 
activities in urban.centres and which 
by their encouragement of commerc- 
ial and financial businesses lead to the 
payment of good wages and large 
salaries in the cities and towns while 
the farmer has to struggle along un- 
der high costs of necessities and at 
the same time sell his product in the 
open and competitive markets ofthe 
world. Finally, it is argued, people 
have changed; their habits of ‘living 
are different; the younger generation 
long for the bright lights, ethe close 
companionships, the thrills of the mo- 
vies, the shorter hours of. work, and 
all the amusements which city life 
affords in comparison with the long 
day routine of the farm. 

Some or all of these things may be 
true, but farm life has compensating 
advantages which are too often over- 
looked, It is a healthier, much more 
independent life than the city dwell- 
er leads, and in the long run a hap- 
pier life. .1f the city worker earns 
more in wages or salary, he has to 
spend omer to keep body and soul 
together, and a balance is 
struck at the end of the year, it is 
doubtful if the average city worker is 
as well off as the average farm dwel- 
ler. 

However, the situation exists, and 
must be faced. If a farmer finds 
his boys and girls restless and long- 
ing for city life he should earnestly 
strive to find out the tvause, and, if 
it is within his power to meet it, to 


when 


do so. Is it the lack of companion- 
ship and association with others 
which the city affords? If so, the 


installation of a rural telephone will 
help, just as it will also serve to bring 
the doctor and nurse nearer in times 
of emergency. If this lack of com- 
panionship and the absence of enter-

tainment which the city supplies is 
the trouble, the farmer should inter- 
est his neighbors in making provision 
for a community centre where these 
drawbacks can be overcome, 

We liave said that farm life is a 
more independent life. But many 
growing boys and-girls have not found 
it so, because of the shortsightedness 
of their parents. In the city, boys 
and girls have opportunities of earn- 
The 
same opporttinities should be provided 
on the farm. A city man does not 
think of putting his son or daughter 
in his office and expect them to work 
for nothing but his own and the gen- 
etal family good. He pays them-what 
they are worth. On the farm the 
same principle should be applied. 
the young men and young women 
cannot be paid in cash, they should 
be encouraged by: the ownership of 
some livestock, or the proceeds of a 
certain bit of land. They, too, 
should be helped to independence, 

United Farmer and Grain Grower 
organizations, Homemakers’ Clubs, 
and other rural organizations have a 
wonderful opportunity before them 
for promoting the success of agricul- 
ture by earnestly striving to solve 
the problem of the exodus from the 
country to city. Serious study will 
expose many of the causes, and con- 
scientious and intelligent effort can 
hardly fail to remove most of them. 
It. will not do to sit idly by and 
expect governmental bodies to prov- 
ide a remedy. “

Winner in Butter Contest 


Results of Dominion Education But- 
ter Scoring Contest 
For May 

Saskatchewan wins first place in 
the Dominion education butter scoring 
contest for the month of May, is the 
information received by P. E. Reed, 
dairy commissioner for the province. 
The province also tied with Manitoba 
for second place. 

Four creameries in each*of the nine 
provinces of the Dominion are enter- 
ed_in the contest, the scoring being 
made on samples sent in each month 
from May to October inclusive. Two 
Saskatchewan creameries received the 
highest possible scores for workman- 
| ship. The Cudworth .branch of the 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Creamer- 
ies scored highest with 97 points, and 
the same company’s Birch Hills tied 
with the Crescent Creamery company 
of Winnipeg for second: place, with 
96 points out of 100.

The cost of the white paper on 
which newspapers are printed mounts 
steadily upward. The _ increased 
price which went into force on July 
lst represents an added expense for 
Candian publishers of not less than 
the huge sum of eight million doll- 
ars, In December, 1916, the price of 
newsprint was $36 a ton. Early this 
year it was $80, The new price is 
$110 a ton—an increase of $74 over 
the price prevailing up to 1916 — 
more than 205 percent. For the last 
Quarter of this year the price will 
be $130 a ton, 261 percent over the 
cost price of four years ago.

Lenine Blames Britain and The 


League of Nations 
For Trouble 

London.— Refusal of the Russian 
Soviet government to cease war ag- 
ainst Poland at the behest of Great 
a Moscow 
wireless despatch. The refusal also 
constitutes an appeal to the workers 
and peasants of Sovict Russia and 
the Ukraine, It is signed by Premier 
Lenine, minister of war, Trotsky, the 
foreign minister, Tchitcherin and 
Kurski, commissioners of justice and 
says: 

“The British government addressed 
&® proposal to us, July 11, to cease 
war against, Poland and begin peace 
negotiations with Poland and other 
border states, promising that the Pol- 
ish troops would be withdrawn and 
in case of an armistice being signed 
will locate a frontier marked last 
year. at, the peace conference . 

“In the same note it was proposed 
that General Wrangel and his Crim- 
ean shelter should not be touched. 
To all this we, the council of peoples’ 
commissaries, arrived at refusal. If 
England had desired this they would 
have stopped supplying Poland with 


“Lord Curzon, the British foreign 
secretary, places it upon the League 
of Nations, in whose name ht is mak- 
ing the proposal, but Poland enters 
into the composition of this league— 
Poland, who commenced a,robber war 


“All the members of the league, es- 
pecially France, England and the 
United States are bound hand in 
hand in this provocatory war of Po- 
land against Russia and the Ukraine. 

“Our refugal of hostile mediation 
does ‘not mean that we have altered 
our policy towards Poland. Moscow 
more than once has proposed peace 
to Warsaw, and if she will now ap- 
peal to us directly, peaceful relations 
will be established between Russia 
and Poland, sooner, better and more 
substantially in-this way.” 


The communication says the real 
frontiers which the Soviet gov- 
ernment will establish with repres- 
entatives of the Polish people will be 
east of the frontier marked out by 
“the Imperialists in. London and 
Paris, who are equally inimical and 
hostile to the workers of Poland and 
Russia,’ 

The communication declares: “De- 
sires to receive an honest peace and 
an honest frontier and find in the 
person of Russia a brothérly neigh- 
bor, it is necessary that the Polish 
people should seek it.”

CANADIAN REPRESENTATIVE 


Some Difficulty May be Found In 
Filling the Position Now 
Occupied by Perley 


Winnipeg.— A special despatch to 
the Free Press from its Ottawa cor- 
respondent reads: 

No confirmation of the report that 
the, status of Canada’s federal repre- 
sentative in London is to be changed 
and that Sir George Perley is to be 
replaced by a resident minister, can 
be secured here for the reason that 
the premier is in Montreal, and there 
is nobody left behind who will take 
the résponsibility of affiliation or de- 
nial. 


The rumor is by no means new, in 
fact it has been current ever since Sir 
George Perley made it known over 
a year ago that he desired to retire 
from the high commissionership and 
return to his business in Canada. 

The position appears to be about 
as hard to fill as that of Canadian re- 
presentative at Washington. It differs 
from the latter in an important res- 
pect. It is essentially a trade posi- 
tion, which the other is diplomatic. 
The man upon whom the choice falls 
for the Washington position may find 
himself at any time in full charge of 
the British embassy. 

Sir George Foster’s name has been 
mentioned many times for the Lon- 
don position, but Sir George is not 
a young man any longer, neither is 
he a man of very considerable means, 
and youth and means are both re- 
quired to grace the position. For the 
Washington position, Sir Robert Bor- 
den, Hon N. W. Rowell, Mr Lloyd 
Harris, and Mr C. A. McGrath have 
all been mentioned in authoritative 
circles here It is believed that the 
two first may be eliminated from the 
speculation entirely, though it is rea- 
lized that Mr. Rowell in particular is 
eminently fitted for the position.

During the past couple of months, 
conflicting statements regarding the 
available acreage of good farming 
land within a radius of fifteen miles 
of existing railroads in western Can- 
ada have been made, and though the

It is of particular interest to know, 
then, that one of the ablest statistic- 
ians, and best-known old-timers in 
the west, Mr. William Pearcé, places 
the figure at 33,818,000, and in work- 
ing out these figures he has produced 
some interesting data on the acreage 
under cultivation in the prairie prov- 
inces. They are based on his !ong 
years of residence in the West and 
first hand knowledge of the country, 
and in this respect, probably, Mr. 
Pierce, as a surveyor, engineer, stat- 
istician and business man, is better 
acquainted with the whole of these 
provinces than any other single indi- 
vidual, 


The method adopted to determine 
tlre quantity was as follows; Taking 
the area within 15 miles of already 
established railway lines and those 
which will probably be constructed 
within the near future, and using a 
statement prepared some time ago, 
the federal electoral districts were 
taken as a unit to show the total pop- 
ulation; the area available for settle- 
ment; the area cultivated; the number 
of acres cultivated, and the populatior 
per farm, etc, Having that data, the 
next step was to prepare maps show- 
ing all the land open for settlement 
outside of the 15-mile radius, Ascer- 
taining that, by subtracting it from 
the total, the balance is the land av- 
ailable for settlement within the 15- 
mile radius. 


The next step was to find out how 
many settlers, as given in the census, 
were residing on land outside of the 
15-mile radius. There is absolutely 
no reliable data from which this could 
be accurately determined. By referr- 
ing to table 25 in the census of 1916, 
where information is furnished by the 
municipalities, a close approximation 
could be obtained, but it was noted 
that the boundaries of said municip- 
alities are not coterminous with those 
of the federal constituencies, and in 
many cases not with the 
boundaries. To correct this, there- 
fore would have involved a much 
greater amount of work than the at- 
‘tainment of absolute accuracy boun- 
daries warranted, so it was assumed 
that every settler would have 
acres of land; and taking the depart- 
ment of the interior homestead maps, 
showing the lands which are now pat- 
ented, and which, of course, must 
have been entered and resided on at

Manitoba averages 39.05 
percent, Saskatchewan 70.01 percent, 
and Alberta 37.01 percent of the lands 
available for settlement that will pro-

There are two-other elements in 
connection with the percentages that 
have to be considered. One is in the 
way of muskegs, sloughs, etc, and 


another what might be called the 
semi-arid portions of the country, 
such as Medicine Hat, Lethbridge, 


Swift Current, etc.. They had to be 
placed low on account of deficiency 
in rainfall, It will be noticed, how- 
¢éver, that in those constituencies the 
most arid of the lands are outside of 
the 15-mile belt. 

There is one thing to be borne in 
mind in connection with that phase, 
and that is, where any considerable 
area of land can be irrigated, as there 
is no doubt it will be in the near fu- 
ture, by reason of the increased pro- 
duction of the irrigated portions, the 
district as a whole would support a 
larger population than those portions 
where very many now anticipate irri- 
gation would not be beneficial. 

In Manitoba, the number of acres 
cultivated per farm varies from 16,07 
in the constituency of Selkirk to 276.

Lesson Canada 
‘Must Learn 


Save From “Fat” Years to Tide Over 
“Lean” Ones 

Canada must take a lesson from 
the pages of history if the Dominion’s 
great agrieultural regions in the west 
are to continue in successful operation 
indefinitely—a lesson of learning how 
to save from the “fat” years to tide 
over the “lean” ones. 

That was one of the solutions of 
the future agricultural welfare of the 
country offered by Professor John 
Bracken, the newly oppointed princi- 
pal of the Manitoba Agricultural Col: 
lege, Winnipeg, to the members ol 
the commission on conservation in 
conference on soil fertility and soil 
fibre. 

“There are years in Western Can- 
ada,” said Prof. Bracken, “when, in 
spite of anything that can be done, 
crops will fail, We must overcome 
this problem by saving from the “fat” 
years to meet tlie needs of the ‘lean’ 
years, We must save feed; seed, 
straw and money, 

“That has been the method of suc- 
cessful agricultural nations ever since 
the world began. We will do well 
to heed the lesson,” 

Prof. Bracken told the 100 members 
of the commission that the state's 
future cannot be left to the individual 
— especially the state's agricultural 
future. 

“Tt is the business of the state to 
conserve the state’s future—not the 
business of the individual. If Canada, 
through this commission, takes the 
initiative, the individual will follow.” 

In his address on “cropping systems 
for drought areas,” Prof. Bracken 
pointed out the best methods of off- 
setting the detrimental effects of the 
water shortage. 

“The wealth of a dry country,” he 
asserted, “is not determined by the 
amount of land there or the amount 
of water fall, but by the amount of 
water stored. We should plan to 
make use, through irrigation, of water 
now being lost in our streams, Water 
is the measure of our wealth; water, 
flowing away is the measure of our 
lost opportunities.” 


A Gun With a History 


Famous British Gun That Took Part 
In Many Notable Engage- 
ments 

Though it is not everybody that 
can make a pet of a big gun, visitors 
to the Imperial War Museum (to be 
opened by the King next month at 
Crystal Palace) will be surprised to 
find how these munitions of war can 
be individualized. Every notable gun 
will have its history set forth in a 
frame. In precise detail we shall be 
told of its record of adventures, and 
the names and exploits of men who 
had to do with it. The effect is al- 
most to impart a human soul—or at 
least an animal virtue— to a huge 
bulk of metal. “Mother,” the first 
giant howitzer, is one of these indi- 
vidualized guns, Another is the light- 
er gun which fired the first round 
from the British lines on the western 
front, and, after being constantly in 
action during the retreat from Mons, 
took part in the battle of the Marne, 
in the subsequent advance, in the first 
battle of Ypres; was engaged against 
the German offensive of March, 1918, 


and in the final British “smash 
through,’ and then was present at 
the occupation of German-towns, It 


was once disabled, but was mended ; 
never needed much other repair; and 
bore itself like a stalwagt from start 
to finish, Who can help feeling very 
friendly towards such a gun?—Lon- 
don Times.

Hospital Facilities 
In Alberta 


Drumheller Has the Largest Munici- 
pal Hospital in Alberta 

The largest municipal district hos- 
pital in Alberta has just been opened 
at Drumheller. For some time past 
every effort has beén made to get this 
area organized, and the result is the 
organization of the district covering 
33 townships or over 20,000 acres. 

The hospital has at present accom- 
modation for 42 patients, It is pleas- 
antly situated on. the banks of the 
Red Deer River on the-outskirts of 
the town of Drumheller about 60 


‘| miles northeast of Calgary. With up- 


to-date equipment and careful atten- 
tion to detail in the finishing and 
fittings, it is unusually well equipped 
for a smail hospital, and aroused the 
keen interet of the visitors who in- 
spected it at the opening ceremony. 

In the basement, besides the heat- 
ing plant, main kitchen and laundry, 
there is an X-ray room and a disin- 
fecting room, Aside from the main 
office and a waiting room on the main 
floor, this floor and the second floor 
are similar, each having a dict kitchen 
and Several lavatories and baths with 
the rooms for patients. While the 
majority have only one bed to a 
room, a number have two or three. 
There i; a closed in sun-room with 
an eastern exposure on each floor. 
The third is occupied with a major 
and minor operating room ‘and a ma- 
ternity delivery room, These are 
unique features for a small hospital, 
as are the incinerator and the fumig- 
ating room which the hospital con- 
tains, The equipment is all very up- 
to-date,

Niobe, Rainbow and Grisle Are Ad- 
vertised for Sale. 


Advertising by the naval service 
department for the sale of the cruis- 
ers Niobe, Rainbow and Grisle, 
marks the end of the Laurier navy 
as such, The two ships first men- 
tioned were the nucelus of the Can- 
adian navy, afterwards the Grisle 
was added, 

The vessels, largely used for train- 
ing purposes, are regarded as obso- 
lete and they are to be replaced by 
the two cruisers, two destroyers and 
two submarines presented by the im- 
perial admiralty, These ships will 
come out in September, Commander 
Hose, R.N., is now in England ar- 
ranging for the transfer. 

The two eubmarines which were 
hurriedly purchased in 1914, at Seat- 
tle, and taken to British Columbia 
waters, will also be sold and replaced 
by the admiralty craft.

Ideal Conditions for 
Hay and Pasture 


Conditiong All Over Alberta Stated 
To Be Exceptionally Good. 

Ideal conditions for stock pasture 
for the late summer and fall prevail 
over the whole of Alberta. “There is 
no doubt that Alberta will be a hay 
exporting province this year,” says 
Mr, Stevens, secretary of the Cattle- 
men’s Association, “although the bulk 
of the hay crop will come from the 
northern part of the province. Crop 
conditions from north to south are 
ideal, but in the south the rain has 
come a little late to insure a liberal 
hay crop. So far as the south is con- 
cerned, however, the supply will be 
amply augmented by roughage from 
the grain crop, and the increased 
area under irrigation will account for 
an increase in the supply of first- 
cla’s alfalfa and timothy hay.” 

In the north the hay crop will be 


supply any part of the province 
where there may be some. slight 
shortage, but will leave a great quan- 
tity available for export to other 
parts of the country. 


Reindeer Farm in the Arctic 


Stefansson Is Granted Grazing Lease 
In the Far North, 

A portion of the southern half of 
Baffin Island, south. of paraJlel 68 
degrees north latitude, including a 
strip 10 miles wide along the north 
boundary of Lake Netilling, is to be 
leased to Vilhjalmur Stefansson, Can- 
adian Arctic explorer, for the pur- 
poses of grazing herds of reindeer 
and musk- ox for the period of 30 
years, with a period of renewal not 
to exceed 20 yeafs- to be provided 
for, 

This is authorized in an order-in- 
council gazetted this week. Mr, Stef- 
ansson will be given free grazing 
Privileges for 15 years, after which he 
will pay an annual rental of $11,390. 
Mr, Stefansson has replied to the 
government that he has interested 
himself so as to insure the outcome 
of his firm belief of the reindeer 
project.
